The Associated Engineers of the
University of Nevada and their
Crucible Club organization are
making plans to build a 100-foot
wall around Mark Twain's cabin
at [Idlewild Park, from Nevada
ores. Various mine operators have
been requested to send 50- or 100-
pound lots of ore for this purpose.
The ore is to” be broken into small
bits, which are to be imbedded in
cement pancls to form the wall.
Each panel will represent the ore
from one particular mine and will
bear the name of the giver. While
Mark Twain lived in a number of
places in Nevada during his news-
paper career in the west, this
cabin is authenticated as his dwell-
nig place Juring the hectic days
of Aurora. It was in this silver
camp that Twain almost submerged
his talents as a great writer by
gaining a great fortune from a
mine.

TFollowing is a report of road
conditions between Fresno and
Huntington Lake: Paved to Clovis;
fine con-
dition to Big Creek and the lake.
Considerable work has been done
on the Big Creek-Huntington Lake
road, scraping and widening, and
this section is now in the best
condition in its history. The’South-
ern California Edison Company has
also done considerable work on the
road from the dam at the head of
Big Creek-Huntington Lake road
around the north shore of the lake
as far as Lake Shore Resort. Much
widening and filling has been done,
and the road for the entire dis-
tance is dry and hard. Little dust
will be encountered at present on
account of light travel. Trout fish-
ing is good at the lake. Jack Lloyd
spinners with grub worns or angle
j worms is the bait that brings best
results. Some big ones are being
taken and many anglers report
limit catches. Several of the Hunt-
ington Lake resorts are open, so
good accommodations may be had.

The state highway crew is just
completing the work of hard-sur-
facing the road between Barstow
and Victorville, This provides a
hard-surfaced road the entire dis-
tance from Los Angeles to Barstow.

Construction Will begin at an
early date upon 13.6 mjles of im-
proved highway in Grand Canyon
National Park, under the super-
vision of the United States bureau
of good roads and with funds pro-
vided by the federal government.
This project covers the completion
to Desert View of the road now
under contract as far as Grand
View. The Grand View section, on
which work is now in progress, is
to be surfaced with penetration
macadam, while the new section
will be graded and finished with
all modern drainage structures, but
will not be surfaced until a later
date. Park service officials are
making every effort toward the
completion of a comprehensive road
systém making accessible all points
of interest along the canyon on
both the north and south rims.
